Washington, April 17.—One hun­ 
dred and thirteen boosters from Tulsa, 
Ok., a im e d here this morning and 
have spent the day in Washington see­ 
ing the sights and hobnobbing with 
President Roosevelt. 
Vice 
President 
Fairbanks and ether statesmen at the 
Capitol. 


The boosters are on a two weeks' 
tour cf the east, the trip being taken 
m the interest of Tulsa and surround­ 
ing section, which they term 
“the 
gold mine of the universe.” They are 
traveling in a special train of five 
cars and carry their own band. They 
claim to have an exhibit car, con­ 
taining peaches, wheat, corn, alfalfa 
and other products of the new state, 
hut the car was not attached to the 
train when it reached Washington 
and the Tulsans said its absence was 
due to the fact that the tunnels in 
this neighborhood wer 
too low to 
admit the passage of the car. 
Senators Gore and Owen accompa­ 
nied the Oklahomans to the call on the 
president, who received them in the 
whit< house instead of the executive 
offices. 


Mr. Roosevelt recognized many old 
triends in the party, whom he greet­ 
ed most cordially. 


Ti,night the visitors were given a 
reception in the rooms of the Cham­ 
a r of Commerce by the Washington 
chamber. 
The only 
legislation 
in 
which the Oklahoma visitors appear 
to be interested especially is that 
which proposes to repeal restrictions 
upon the alienation of land by In­ 
dians. 


Senator Owen told Hum that the 
House, in w h i h the hill is now pend­ 
ing, was favorable to the m easure 
and that only two or three senators 
would vote against it. 
The tiain will leave here tomorrow 
night for Baltimore, Philad jphia and 
New York. 


The trip will cost Tulsa about $12- 
000, and it locks as though she win 
get more than the worth of her mon- 
ey. 


Roosevelt Makes Speech. 
“After all, gentlemen, he is th 
old­ 
est American of all of us: so give 
him a fair show; give him a chance.” 
In these words President Roosevelt 
spoke to the members of the Tulsa 
(Ok.) Commercial Club. 


It is a great pleasure to greet you 
here. I take a peculiar interest in! 
your great state, for it is a great I 
state, and it is going to b 
a much I 
greater state. 
I endeavor to find out 
what is really for your interest, and 
then to do it. 
I went over very care­ 
fully with your representatives this 
Question of th- removal of 
the 
re 
sanctions, and came to the conclu­ 
sion that substantial justice would be 
done to both the Indian and the white 
man by keeping for 
the 
indian 
j 
homestead of forty acres of good agri 
cultural land and allowing him to 
alienate the remainder. I do not think 
it is to his advantage, or to yours, 
that there should be large tracts of 
non-taxable and non-improved land. 
“I will help you to see that you get 
your rights. Now, I want you ‘to help 
me see that the Indian gets his rights 
I will help you in any legitimate way 
and I will do my best to try to see that 
he Indian is not kept as an obstruc­ 
tion to the growth of the state. But 
>ou know, as well as I do, that there 
are plenty of Indians who are not yet 
as well able to take care of them- 
se \es as the rest of you extremely 
a e gentlemen from Oklahoma. You 
can not afford, in your own interest 
to do less than justice to the Indian’ 
and I want each of you to make it 
your work to see that your own state 
courts, your state officials, carefully 
preserve the rights .of the Indian, and

Walterhouse, cashier of the Citizens’ 
State Bank of Chautauqua, which was 
robbed today by two men, stated pos 
itively that one of the robbers was 
formerly of Chautauqua and who re 
cently escaped from jail at Nowata, 
Ok., where he was being held on a 
charge of horse stealing. The suspect 
some time ago borrowed a small sum 
of money from the bank, and Mr. Wal- 
tarhouse said that when he entered 
the bank today he supposed he had 
com* to renew his note or take it up. 
Four posses are in pursuit and as 
the roads are muddy, it is believed the 
robbers will be captured. The robbers 
secured but half an hour’s start. 
The robbery was one of the most 
daring ever executed in this part of

day’s business, when the two rob­ 
bers entered. The only other person in 
the place was Del Easley. 
The robbers, both of them well dress 
ed. and made their way leisurely to 
the cashier’s window'. One of them 
w'as a man well know'n about tow'n, 
and when he commanded Walterhouse 
and Easley to throw' up their hands, 
the latter tw'o took the m atter in the 
light of a joke. 
The serious intentions of the rob­ 
bers were realized a moment later, 
however, when they both drew' re­ 
volvers and pointing them at their 
victims, ordered them to get into the 
vault. Without furth r ado Walter- 
house and Easley complied. The rob­ 
bers quickly slammed the door shut 
and then leisurely went about their 
business of looting the bank. 
First they drew down the window 
shades facing the street and locked 
the doors to 
prevent 
interference. 
When they had scrapped up all the 
money in sight they walked out the 
front entrance 
and

street. 
One of the men carried a 
gunny sack. Several persons who 
knew' the man, 
whom 
Walterhouse 
and Easley say is a well-known Chau­ 
tauqua character, spoke to him in a 
friendly manner. Nothing in the ap­ 
pearance of the robbers betrayed the 
part they had just played. A block 
aw'ay they mounted horses that they 
had tied at the curbing and drove off.

Guthrie, Ok., April I —That work­ 
ing at the present rate it will re­ 
quire more than 3,000 years to mine 
the coal contained in the segregated 
area of the Chictaw and Chickasaw 
nations, was a statement made by 
Speaker Murray today in discussing 
the segregated coal and asphalt land 
commission created by the constitu­ 
tional convention. The measure un­ 
der consideration wras by Mr. H arri­ 
son of Hughes county, confirming the 
apopintment made by the convention, 
continuing the commission until re­ 
voked by the legislature, providing 
the m embers’ salary at $6 each per 
day and appropriating $10,00 to carri­ 
on the work of investigation. The com 
mission was directed by the constitu­ 
tional convention to arrive at the ap­ 
proximate valui of the area and reach 
a tentative agreement with the tribes 
through which the state, if it desir­ 
ed, could become purchaser of the 
property. 
It is the commission’s intention to 
take more testimony. At the former 
sessions it seemed from Mr. H arri­ 
son’s statement in support of the bill 
only those who were 
interested in 
creating the impression that the lands 
were of little value had appeared. Mr. 
Harrison thought if the stat 
and the 
Indians could reach 
an 
agreement 
based upon the commissicn’s work the 
trade could be consummated without 
interference on the part of the fed­ 
eral government. It 
was 
explained 
that before the state could trade, the 
question w'ouid have to b 
submitted 
to the people for approval. The In­ 
dians would also be given an oppor­ 
tunity to register their perference. 
If the trad? was agreeable to th 
in­ 
terested parties, Mr. Harrison inquir­ 
ed, what objection could be urged by 
the AVashington authorities? However 
a memorial, it was stated, would prob­ 
ably go to Congress b fore the legis­ 
lature adjourned, asking authority for 
the state to 
become 
a 
purchaser. 
Speaker M urray thought that if the 
state could get the segregated area 
for something less than $20,000,000 it 
would be valuable investment, and he 
recited a statement made by United 
States Senator Clark of Montana, that 
the proposition was worth $100,000,- 
000.

Public clamor gave way to popular 


indignation. The country was aflame 
with war spirit. 
Guardsmen gath- 


ered in their armories, awaiting of- 
ficial bulletins and the expected call 
to arms; and yet no orders came. 
The governors of several states tele- 
graphed to the war department for 
advice; but their only satisfaction was 
in the following message sent broad- 
cast by the secretary of state: 


"The government, recognizing the 


patriotism and readiness of the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States, 
does not at this Immediate moment 
desire its services. It is well to bear 
in mind, however, that a sudden call 
may be Issued at a later date and to 
be 
prepared 
for 
emergencies. 
It 


wishes to announce further that In Its 
judgment there will be no necessity 
for fighting on land, and that the situ- 
ation Is completely under control. So 
far there have been no casualties re- 
ported from the Philippines." 


Whatever may have been the state 


of the public mind before the issuance 
of this declaration, the country now 
gasped with amaEement. Some of the 
more violent and outspoken journals 
demanded of the men at Washington 
a statement of what they purposed to 
do In this emergency, and the most 
radical intimated 
in 
no 
uncertain 


terms that incompetent administra- 
tions were subject to impeachment. [ 
But to all of this outburst the govern- ' 
ment officials most directly interested 
presented only the same calm,' placid 
and indifferent front There was noth- 
ing to be detected in their demeanor 
to indicate that any action whatever 
had been taken. 


The various members of the diplo- 


matic corps, even to the highest of the 
foreign ambassadors, gathered no new 
information. 
They were invariably 


told, first, that the United States 
knew there had been a declaration of 
war; second, that the United States 
knew that the Philippines had been 
surrendered; third, that no orders had 
been issued up to that hour for the 
sailing of any fleet, but that it was ex- 
pected orders would be given before 
the day was over. 
The men of the 


foreign representation one and all felt 
a gentle rebuff tantamount to being 
told that (lie United States was at- 
tending strictly to its own business 
and desired neither to be advised nor 
to be compelled to answer questions 


None felt this more keenly than the 


members of the British legation, and 
Ctuy Hiliier in particular. 
His meet- 


ing of the night before with Miss 
Roberts had not terminated satisfac- 
torily, but had come to an abrupt 
close when he bade her good night at 
the door of her home, and with all 
his questions unanswered. Since that 
moment there had been little time for 
him either to brood over the situation 
or to conjecture over her strange at- 
titude.
